CORK HELMET TO FIGHT SUN. 
W. W. H. writes: My brother’s experi- 
south was very favorable to 
the cork helmet. As a wholesale lumber 
dealer during 15 years in Georgia I spent 
most of my day in my office, and during 
the summer months (May and September 
included) I carried an umbrella as a sun 
shade, if I had-occasion to walk far.
